Unwary customers sign 
contract agreements 
without’ reading them, 
committing themselves to 
high interest. 

Without realising what 
has happened, they have 
sunk deep into debt, ad- 
ding one more problem to 
their lives. 

They are harassed 
about repayments, be- 
come depressed, and oc- 
casionally suicidal. 

“It’s so easy to fall 
into the trap when you 
have nothing,” said Mrs. 
Audrey Deeble, who has 
just started to work with 
consumer problems ° in 
the western suburbs, 

“When you are down 
and out the temptation to 
have nice things is hard 
to resist, especialy when 
you are told they will 
cost only a few dollars a 
week.” 


Audrey Deeble knows 
what it’s like. 

In fact she became in- 
volved ‘with consumer af- 


- fairs because she had a 


complaint herself. 

She has had problems 
too, 

Her husband has been 
unable to work for six 
years, their eldest son 
drowned, a house they 
were renting burnt down 
and she has had many 
operations. 

“But doing this work 
has shown me that there 
is always someone in a 
worse position than your- 
self.”

She intervenes on behalf 
of her clients, and has 
found that some com- 
anies back off quickly at 
the mention of a con- 
sumer affairs group. 

“Our group has the 
support of a free legal 
service ,and we some- 
times lodge com- 
plaints with the Con- 
sumer .Affairs Bureau,” 
said Mrs. Deeble. 

Most of her work is on 
complaints about pur- 
chasing contracts but 
Mrs. Deeble said she 
would handle any ¢on- 
sumer problems. .
